it Objectives ! B»e Asia Foundation {TAT) mission continues as 
ve Ho. 6 issued by this Agency to TAF In 1954. It is 



responsive to those BSC directives which emphasize the promotion of increased 
ties between the nations and peoples of Asia and the Free World, the creation 
of a favorable at m os ph ere in Asia for democratic processes , and the promotion 
of regional tiee among Asian nations. It is also specifically responsive to 
tbs 8BC 9412/2 objective which stre s ses the creation of an identity of interest 
betvemi the citizens of other countries sad the U.B. and the i n prov sms n t of 
contact between them. 



TAF promotes U.S. interests by aiding, encouraging and supporting 
nooca ms u aist Asian individuals and groups working in their own way for Asian 
goa l s which strengthen their societies and institutions . Its mlssisn Is based 
on tbs accepted premise that it is p r imari ly Aslans themselves who must over- 
come Asia's problems, and that outside aid can piny only a sup por t ing role. 

I fr y l a m entation of this mission requires the stimulation of constructive action 
through the greatest possible Aslan initiative and participation. 

Successful implementation of this m i s si o n will combat International 
eosmamlam and advance U.S. fore i gn policy Objectives by (to quote from Policy 
Directive 80. 6): 

"Counteracting the appeal of Coma aalsm to Aslans desiring rapid 
social change, by assisting thoa la creating sod expanding opportunities 
to participate in positive nen-Caonunist effort# to achieve their own 
legitimate goals, strengthening non-government groups which can oppose 
communist penetration end infiltration techniques. 

"Stimulating practical training In civic practices and citizenship 
responsibility which contribute to stable Aslan government and societies. 

"Encouraging Aslan individuals and organizations to inform their 
people of the menace of international cacmcunlsn to their aspirations." 

Each year an increasing portion of TAF funds is committed to support 
American and occasicmally other foreign specialist# on assignments of varying 
length. Where needed skills or talents are not available locally, foreign 
specialists are important. While the largest single group has teaching 
a ss i g nm ents, others are advisers to government or private organisations, or 
to MF itself. During the past year TAF provided Am e rican professors of 
Constitutional lev and American History to tbs University of Singapore, and 
a lav lecturer for Seoul Rational University. At the university of Ceylon, 
where the student leadership has for years been Communist dominated, TAF was 
able to supply a professor of Political Science well-versed in Comawnist theory. 
A continuing program of isqportance provides a much respected American economist 
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&s adviser to tla* Ministry of Comaerce of Afghanistan. Daring the year he 
achieved seme success in eecuring Afghan action designed to reorient ite trade 
from the Soviet Union. 

The Institute of Student Affairs in the Philippines vaa inaugurated 
during this Fiscal Year and appears to he fulfilling an important role la 
bringing Acuity and students together an student problems. A station egent 
was appointed Executive Sec r e tary of 3BA. 

Ztt Laos the TAF office continued pro gressing despite changes la 
go v ernments sad the battle of Vientiane. The Chinese adviser to the Ministry 
of Education maintained bis respected position under ell gove r nmen ts. The 
TAP-supported printing pleat radar the Ministry of Info rm a tion began operat- 
ing this year taming out the first Lao dictionary end beginning an ambitious 
p rogram of printing many ancient Lao historical and cultural manuscripts. TW 
continued pr ogram s in the hp a rtw t Veterans field and vith the Lao Vtiem't 
Association. 

In Japan the foundation brought into being the institute of Japanese 
Social Thought vtaleh Kill translate for foreign audiences the beet of Japanese 
vritiag in the political end social tclcioes. A Foundation contract employee 
Kill band the De sti tu te , This project is dsaigned to repair the "breiemi 
dialogue", of Khlch Ambassador Beleehaner wrote, b etween Ja p an ese wad We s t ern 
Intellectuals. Xa Japan also the Foundation, toget he r vith Art Foundation, 
begem support to a p rogra m of r e s e ar ch on China. The s i gn ific ance of this 
project is indicated by the stre n g th of Comaunlst and left-wing attack against 
it. 



The "Books for Asian Students" prqgraa has shipped 2,767,060 bocks 
mad 578,97° Journals to metre than 6,000 recipient groups In Asia. TAP's 
weekly n ews pa per for Asian students has passed the 90,000 nark and Its 
fsrfli mnce coettlauea to Increase.

No replacement has been found as 
of this date. 

In January 1962, TAF opened, an office la India. We look upon this 
event as graving proof of TAF*s acceptability la Asia as a private, non- 
political laatrunent, competent in its field of helping Asians to help 
themselves. 



On 5 May 1962# the He Via O ov e r nae a t, which two Months previously 
had cone to pos e r by a coup, issued aa order that it no longer -wished to have 
foreign advisers la the country. Aa a result She Asia Foundation, along with 
ford Foundation, the Fulbright P rog ran, aad the British Foreign Council, began 
to -withdraw. She TAF r e pre se ntative is expected to leave by Hovamber 1962,

h. Plane : TAF will continue Its long term projects in the fields of 

community affairs, lav, labor, education, journalism, military, overseas 
Chinese, Buddhism, economics and science. Priority vill be given to the 
placement of advisers in hey positions with Aslan governments and private 
institutions. Priority countries will be Laos, Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Afghanistan. (Since this section was written both Thailand and India have 
emerged as critical areas. In Thailand, as wall as in Vietnam, Cambodia 
and Laos, projects are being designed which vill contribute to the overall 
eounter- insurgency effort. In India it Is possible that projects will 
develop which will contribute la seme significant manner to the Indian 
resistance to Chinese Com mu n i st aggression.) 



In Korea, TAP has been asked to supply an adviser for the newly 
formed Korean Veterans Administration, a student guidance and counseling 
adviser, and an adviser to help establish a Foreign Service institute. An 
American research expert vill be assigned to Uhlan Research Institute in 
Hoag Kong to assist in strengthening and directing the eesets of tail «e 
they can be better used by CA assets. It is planned to initiate a substan- 
tial program of assistance to the Montagnards in Vietnam sad to help the 
Vietnam Confederation of Christian Labor establish six adult education 
canters, pay salaries of English teachers, end cover expenses of a film 
program. Pr og ram s such as the Hiamsn Fellowship at Harvard, the Harvard 
International Seminar and the Congressional Fellowship Program vill be cen- 
tjnued, end a program of supplying ncn-oenaunlet textbooks for the Chinese 
schools of Laos vill be undertaken. Increased pr o gra mm ing in Borneo and 
Sarawak is expected and in the whole of Malaysia.
